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SIMOWMOBILING 


’  Terrain  at  Mount  Charleston  is  just  too  steep 
for  much  trail  running. 

A  small  area  in  McWilliams  Campground  or 
along  Scout  Canyon  road  may  be  used  in  Lee 
Canyon.  Stay  on  the  road  surface  and  watch 
for  hazards  such  as  tables,  posts,  or  grills. 

Snowmobiles  are  prohibited  in  the  Meadows, 
Foxtail,  and  Old  Mill  areas. 

We  recommend  other  areas  such  as  Macks 
Canyon  road.  Camp  Bonanza  road,  and 
Wheeler  Wash  road  above  Pahrump.

WHAT  ARE  THE  CONTROLS 
AT  MT.  CHARLESTON? 


Generally,  all  vehicles  must  stay  on  establish¬ 
ed  roads.  Vehicles  are  not  allowed  on  trails. 

Study  this  guide  carefully  for  specific  re¬ 
strictions. 

All  laws  of  the  State  of  Nevada  apply  to 
vehicles  in  the  National  Forest.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR 
AN  ENJOYABLE  TRIP 


Have  your  vehicle  properly  maintained. 

Obtain  area  information  in  advance.  Special 
restrictions  for  fire  hazard  or  other  reasons  may 
be  in  effect. 

Have  a  full  tank.  There  is  no  gas,  towing,  or 
mechanical  service  on  the  mountain. 

Mountain  driving  can  be  unpredictable.  Use 
caution.  Carry  tire  chains,  shovel,  drinking 
water,  and  basic  tools  at  all  times. 

Check  locally  before  leaving  paved  highways. 

Park  clear  off  roadways;  do  not  block  traffic. 

Motorcycles  must  have  proper  spark  arresters 
during  the  summer. 

A  sanitary  dump  station  for  holding  tanks  is 
at  the  Husky  Truck  Stop  at  Interstate  15  and 
Cheyenne  Avenue,  North  Las  Vegas. 


PUBLIC  NOTICE 


REGULATIONS  RELATED  TO  THE  USE  OF  VEHICLES  IN  THE  NATIONAL  FOREST 


'  Title  36,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations 


The  following  acts  are  prohibited: 
261.10  ■  Occupancy  and  use. 


(f)  Placing  a  vehicle  or  other  object  in  such  a  manner  that  it  is  an  impediment  or  hazard  to  the  safety  or  convenience  of  any  person. 


(h)  Operating  or  using  in  or  near  a  campsite,  developed  recreation  site,  or  over  an  adjacent  body  of  water  without  a  permit,  any  device 
which  produces  noise,  such  as  a  radio,  television,  musical  instrument,  motor  or  engine  in  such  a  manner  and  at  such  a  time  so  as  to 
unreasonably  disturb  any  person. 

(i)  Operating  or  using  a  public  address  system,  whether  fixed,  portable,  or  vehicle  mounted,  in  or  near  a  campsite,  developed  recreation 
site,  or  over  an  adjacent  body  of  water  without  a  permit. 

261.12  -  Forest  development  roads  and  trails. 

(c)  Failing  to  stop  a  vehicle  when  directed  to  do  so  by  a  Forest  officer. 

(d)  Damaging  and  leaving  in  a  damaged  condition  any  such  road,  trail,  or  segment  thereof. 

(e)  Blocking,  restricting,  or  otherwise  interfering  with  the  use  of  a  road,  trail,  or  gate. 

(f)  Using  motorized  vehicles  in  excess  of  40  inches  in  width  on  a  trail. 

261.13  -  Use  of  vehicles  off  roads. 

It  is  prohibited  to  operate  any  vehicle  off  Forest  development.  State  or  county  roads: 

(a)  Without  a  valid  license  as  required  by  State  law. 

(b)  Without  an  operable  braking  system. 

(c)  From  one-half  hour  after  sunset  to  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  unless  equipped  with  working  head  and  tail  lights. 

(d)  In  violation  of  any  applicable  noise  emission  standard  established  by  any  Federal  or  State  agency. 

(e)  While  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  or  other  drug. 

(f)  Creating  excessive  or  unusual  smoke. 

(g)  Carelessly,  recklessly,  or  without  regard  for  the  safety  of  any  person,  or  in  a  manner  that  endangers,  or  is  likely  to  endanger,  any 
person  or  property. 

(h)  In  a  manner  which  damages  or  unreasonably  disturbs  the  land,  wildlife,  or  vegetative  resources. 

(i)  In  violation  of  State  law  establishing  for  vehicles  used  off  roads. 

261.14-  Developed  recreation  sites. 

The  following  are  prohibited: 

(m)  Operating  or  parking  a  motor  vehicle  or  trailer  except  in  places  developed  for  this  purpose. 

(o)  Operating  a  motorbike,  motorcycle,  or  other  motor  vehicle  for  any  purpose  other  than  entering  or  leaving  the  site. 


In  general,  all  vehicles  must  stay  on  established  roads. 

Most  foot  trails  are  closed  to  all  vehicles. 

Snowmobile  use  is  prohibited  in  two  areas  in  Lee  Canyon,  and  in  Carpenter  Canyon,  shown  on  the  map.  Elsewhere,  except  on  State  highways 
and  county  roads,  snowmobiles  may  be  operated  when  snow  depth  exceeds  four  inches. 

Direct  ingress  and  egress  is  permitted  to  temporary  campsites  within  300  feet  of  designated  routes.  Please  select  your  ingress  and  egress  route 
carefully  to  avoid  damage  to  the  land.  Do  not  cut  live  vegetation. 

The  Forest  Supervisor  can  authorize  temporary  exceptions  to  the  above  restrictions  for  military,  fire,  emergency,  law  enforcement  or  other 
vehicles  when  used  for  emergency  purposes,  and  any  vehicle  whose  use  is  expressly  authorized  by  law  or  the  Forest  Service  under  a  permit, 
lease,  license,  or  contract. 

Authority  for  this  order  is  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Regulations  36  CFR  295.1 , 295.2,  295.3,  295.4,  295.5,  and  295.6. 

Violators  of  this  order  are  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  FIVE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($500.00)  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
SIX  (6)  MONTHS  or  both  (16USC551). 

This  order  applies  only  to  National  Forest  land;  use  of  private  land  is  controlled  by  the  owner.

This  guide  is  scheduled  for  revision  May  1,  1982,  or  until  otherwise  extended  or  rescinded. 
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
